SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM, Dynastic Backyard Flowers, is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The CD-ROM contains approximately 250 still images that can be displayed on a 
computer screen. This restriction is due to the titillating and sexually arousing nature of 
the photographs contained in the publication. The CD-ROM also slightly degrades the 
women depicted. All the women are Asian, and are presented in traditional Chinese 
dress, looking meek and subservient. The Classification Office considers that they are 
degraded by being treated as a racial stereotype. The degrading manner is mitigated 
to a degree by the women being presented in photographs which show their full 
bodies, and being depicted engaging in non-sexual activities. Consideration has been 
made of the applicability of section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
However, given the degrading focus on the women, and the titillating nature of the 
publication, it is considered that the availability of the publication would be injurious to 
the public good if not restricted to an adult audience. 
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
